fhe  Capital  Campaign  has  had  a very  successful  year.  We  have  had  two  dedication 
ceremonies  which  have  been  very  successful,  fhe  final  dedication  was  on  September  24, 
2004  in  conjunction  with  Homecoming  and  the  Continuing  Education  Program.

Good  morning.  It’s  a privilege  for  both  Trish  Gibbons,  Associate  Chief  Nurse  of  The 
Center  for  Clinical  and  Professional  Development  and  me  to  have  the  opportunity  to  join 
you  today  and  participate  in  your  program  titled  “Preserving  the  History  of  Nursing  and 
Nursing  Education  at  the  MGH.” 

As  we  embark  on  this  topic,  it’s  key  to  note  that  one  old  paradigm  was  that  the  MGH  was 
a doctors’  hospital.  Most  definitely  today  we  understand  that  a multidisciplinary 
approach  to  care  is  important  and  that  nurses  are  more  relevant  than  ever.  Through  this 
conference,  we  come  together  to  look  at  the  rightful  place  of  nurses  in  the  history  and 
future  of  the  MGH,  and  more  importantly,  talk  about  how  key  it  is  that  we  chronicle  our 
history. 

But,  you’ve  all  just  made  chronicling  our  history  much  easier  through  your  generous  gift 
of  $50,000  to  create  an  MGH  Nursing  Archives  in  the  soon-to-be  renovated  third  floor  of 
the  Founders  House.  Earlier  this  week,  on  Wednesday,  the  MGH  community,  particularly 
the  nursing  community,  thanked  Mr.  Norman  Knight,  local  businessman  and 
philantliropist  and  his  son,  Scott,  for  their  one  million  dollar  funding  of  constructing  the 
new  center.  Today,  the  focus  in  on  you  and  on  behalf  of  the  MGH  Department  of 
Nursing,  I’d  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  personally  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  Association  for  ensuring  that  MGH  nursing’s  history  is  preserved 
through  the  creation  of  a nursing  archives.  The  MGH  Nursing  Archives  will  become  an 
integral  component  of  the  Knight  Nursing  Center  for  Clinical  and  Professional 
Development  in  its  new  location. 

1 can’t  underscore  the  importance  of  your  gift.  Not  only  is  your  gift  generous,  but  it 
represents  your  commitment  to  collaborating  with  us  to  capture  the  history  of  MGH 
Nursing. 

Approximately  five  years  ago  during  MGH’s  Nurse  Recognition  Week  celebration,  the 
focus  of  my  annual  address  to  the  nursing  staff  centered  on  MGH  nursing  history  and  was 
titled,  “MGH  Nurses:  Leaders  and  Legends”.  Given  the  focus  of  today’s  conference,  I’d 
like  to  share  some  of  what  I learned  then  with  you  illustrating  how  MGH  nursing  today 
are  following  in  many  of  their  footsteps.  Then,  I’d  like  to  update  you  about  some  current 
initiatives  in  progress  to  capture  MGH  nursing  history  and  then  propose  some  key  next 
steps  to  take  in  collaboration  with  all  of  you. 

Slide  2:  Bulfinch  Building 

MGH  Nursing  has  a rich  history.  MGH  Nurses  have  dared  to  be  innovators,  pioneers. 
Strengths  today  are  attributable  to  our  predecessors’  willingness  to  be  bold;  experiment, 
to  learn,  to  drive  quality,  and  to  give  compassion  to  those  in  need,  etc.  From  the  very 
beginning  of  MGH’s  history,  nurses  were  an  integral  part  of  the  care  delivery  system. 
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Slide  3 : Picture  of  Florence  Nightingale 

So,  why  a photograph  of  Florence  Nightingale?  No,  she  didn’t  work  at  the  Mass  General. 
However,  did  you  know  that  The  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  was 
one  of  only  three  training  schools  in  the  US  established  in  1873  according  to  the 
Nightingale  plan?  The  MGH  School  of  Nursing  became  further  distinguished  as  the  only 
one  of  the  three  schools  that  recorded  a century  of  experience.  The  School  has  continued 
to  be  a significant  force  in  nursing  education.  Many  of  its  graduates  have  provided 
leadership  in  Nursing  and  have  contributed  in  diverse  ways  to  promoting  health  and 
overcoming  sickness  in  the  US  and  in  many  other  parts  of  the  world.  As  you  know,  for 
the  MGH  Alumnae’s  125  year  anniversary,  you  crafted  an  exquisite  quilt  which  captured 
the  history  of  the  school  through  its  intricate  design.  Thank  you  for  donating  this 
extraordinary  keepsake  to  the  MGH  Department  of  Nursing.  It  will  be  prominently 
displayed  in  dlie  Knight  Nursing  Center  for  Clinical  and  Professional  Development. 
Florence  Nightingale’s  legacy  is  a familiar  one  but  within  the  walls  of  the  MGH,  many 
nurses  were  indeed  leaders.  Let’s  talk  about  some  of  them. 

Slide  4:  Sophia  F.  Palmer 

Sophia  F.  Palmer  was  in  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  Class  of  1878. 

She  assisted  in  organizing  and  w'as  the  first  editor  the  American  Journal  of  Nursing, 
foday,  she  would  be  proud  of  the  ongoing  presence  of  MGH  Nursing  staff  and  leadership 
who  publish  in  the  professional  nursing  and  healthcare  journals. 

Slide  5;  Mary  E.P.  Davis 

Mary  E.P.  Davis  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1878. 

She  assisted  in  organizing  and  was  the  business  manager  of  the  first  American  Journal  of 
Nursing.  With  Miss  Palmer,  she  formed  the  Nurses  Associated  Alumnae  of  US  and 
Canada,  later  to  become  the  American  Nurses  Association  in  1911.  MGH  Nursing  enjoys 
a legacy  of  nursing  staff  and  leadership  who  have  served  in  leadership  positions  in 
regional,  state  and  national  professional  and  specialty  organizations  positioning  MGH 
nursing  to  have  a strong,  positive  voice  in  key  decisions  that  impact  its  practice. 

Slide  6:  Historical  Photo  of  MGH  Nurses  In  Ward 
Annabella  McCrae  ( 1 864-1 948) 

Annabella  McCrae  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1895 

She  taught  in  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  for  33  years.  She  authored  Procedures  in 
Nursing,  a 2-volume  book,  which  has  been  used  by  countless  nursing  schools  for  the 
instruction  of  nurses.  This  book  ran  to  seven  printings  and  has  been  translated  into 
several  languages.  MGH  nurses  are  also  major  contributors  to  this  day  to  authoring  books 
and  chapters  in  professional  nursing,  healthcare  and  policy  texts  used  by  nurses  and 
student  students  to  guide  their  practice. 

Sara  Parsons 

Sara  Parsons  was  a graduate  of  the  Class  of  1 893.  She  wrote  the  history  of  MGH 
fraining  School  for  Nurses.  Sara  served  as  the  charge  nurse  for  Base  Hospital  6 in 
WWl . She  understood  the  importance  of  capturing  and  archiving  the  history  of  the 
MGl  1 J'raining  School  for  Nurses.  We’re  here  today  to  continue  what  she  started. 
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Slide  7:  Historical  Photo  of  MGH  Nurses  with  Children 
Carrie  M.  Hall 

Carrie  M.  Hall  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1904.  She  established  the  School  of  Nursing  at 
Peter  Bent  Hospital  (now  known  as  the  Brigham  and  Women’s  Hospital  or  BWH).  Little 
did  Carrie  know  that  someday  the  MGH  and  BWH  would  become  the  cornerstones  of  the 
Partners  Healthcare  System.  An  another  example  of  an  MGH  nurse  ahead  of  her  time. 

Slide  8:  Historical  Photo  of  MGH  Nurses  in  Ward  with  Men  in  Uniform 
Louise  McManus 

Louise  McManus  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1920. 

She  received  her  PhD  from  Columbia  University  in  1947. 

Louise  assumed  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Division  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers 
College.  In  addition,  she  fostered  the  development  of  the  Florence  Nightingale 
International  Foundation,  ICN.  I know  that  Louise  McManus  would  be  impressed  to  see 
that  the  MGH  know  employs  greater  than  25  doctorally-prepared  nurses  in  clinical, 
education,  and  research  positions  within  the  department.  Just  like  Louise,  many  of  these 
doctorally-prepared  nurses  not  only  influence  care  delivery  at  the  local  level,  but  also  on 
the  national  and  international  levels. 

Slide  9:  Ruth  Sleeper 

Ruth  Sleeper  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1922. 

She  came  to  the  MGH  in  1946  as  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  Nursing 
Service. Ruth  developed  a curriculum  for  nursing  education  that  combined  nine  months  of 
practical  training  in  the  hospital  with  28  months  of  academic  classes;  a combination  that 
was  considered  revolutionary  when  first  introduced  and  became  the  standard  for  nurses' 
training  throughout  the  country. 

Today,  MGH  Nursing  continues  to  develop  and  implement  state-of-the  art  programming 
such  as  the  highly-successful  Critical  Care  New  Graduate  Nurse  Program  which 
facilitates  the  transition  of  baccalaureate-prepared  new  graduates  into  practice  in  the 
critical  care  setting.  Another  very  exciting  educational  venture  we  are  embarking  upon  is 
the  launch  of  Simulation  Training  which  will  provide  a mechanism  for  staff  and  teams  of 
staff  to  learn  and  practice  new  skills  in  a safe  and  supportive  environment. 

I’d  like  to  mention  one  more  thing  about  Ruth  Sleeper.  Later  today,  when  the  Nursing 
Sundial  — another  generous  gift  from  all  of  you  — is  rededicated.  I'm  certain  Ruth 
Sleeper  will  be  smiling  from  above.  Her  quote  engraved  in  the  sundial,  “ Always,  always 
more  to  see,  more  to  learn,  more  to  do  to... to  improve  both  care  and  cure”  is  a wonderful 
tribute  to  her  memory. 

Slide  10:  Historical  Photo  - Nurse  with  Patient  in  Bed 
Jessie  M.  Stewart 

Jessie  M.  Stewart  was  Assistant  Director  for  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  for  1 1 years 
spaiming  1947-1958.  She  served  as  chairman  of:  The  Joint  Committee  on  Careers  in 
Nursing  The  Nursing  Council  of  the  United  Community  Services  of  Boston,  and  The 
Eastern  Massachusetts  League  for  Nursing.  Like  other  MGH  nursing  leaders  and  legends, 
Jessie  exemplifies  the  importance  of  strategically  getting  involved  in  organizations  and 
groups  influencing  nursing  and  healthcare  practice,  education  and  policy. 
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Slide  1 1 ; Ruth  Farrisey 

Ruth  Farrisey  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1938. 

For  years  she  served  as  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  MGH  Ambulatory  Service. 

Ruth  was  instrumental  in  many  major  changes  in  Ambulatory  Care  and  in  nursing  at  the 
MGIF  including  the  satellite  Health  Centers  and  the  Pediatric  and  Adult  Nurse 
Practitioner  programs.  As  the  plans  for  the  soon-to-be  opened  Yawkey  Ambulatory  Care 
Building  are  finalized,  if  s an  opportune  time  to  rellect  upon  Ruth  Farrisey's  and  MGH 
Nursing's  role  and  influence  in  advancing  clinical  care  in  the  ambulatory  care  setting. 

Slide  12:  Mary  Macdonald 

Mary  Macdonald  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1942. 

1 ler  career  spanned  over  four  decades  and  included  both  academic  and  administrative 
experiences.  Among  her  many  accomplishments,  Ms.  Macdonald  assisted  in  restructuring 
the  Department  of  Nursing  to  broaden  the  scope  of  nurses  with  the  addition  of  Clinical 
Nurse  Specialist  and  Clinical  Teacher  roles.  Today,  the  MGH  Department  of  Nursing  has 
greater  than  50  Clinical  Nurse  Specialists  on  staff  Everyday,  they  play  a key  role,  in 
collaboration  with  the  Nursing  Educators  from  The  Center  for  Clinical  and  Professional 
Development,  in  ensuring  that  the  professional  development  of  MGH  clinical  nurses 
remains  a top  priority. 

Slide  13:  Constance  Holleran 

Constance  Holleran  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1956. 

She  served  as  the  Executive  Director  of  the  American  Nurses  Association  and  did 
extensi\  e work  with  Congress,  federal  agencies,  and  with  state  nursing  associations. 

Mox  ing  on  into  the  international  arenas  in  nursing,  Ms.  Holleran  served  as  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  International  Council  of  Nurses  (ICN)  in  Geneva  and  worked  with  the 
National  Nurses  Association  of  1 12  countries  as  well  as  with  the  (World  Health 
Organization  - WHO),  UNICEF,  and  other  international  organizations, 
foday.  MGI 1 nurses  remain  front  and  center  in  global  nursing  and  healthcare  initiatives. 
I'or  example,  as  part  of  the  IMSuRT  and  DM  AT  teams,  MGH  nurses  along  with  many  of 
their  physician,  respiratory  care  and  pharmacy  colleagues,  are  always  ready  to  be 
deployed  at  a moment's  notice  to  help  cities  and  countries  in  need.  For  example,  they 
were  deployed  in  2003  to  Bam,  Iran  in  the  wake  of  the  tragic  earthquake  and  two  weeks 
ago  were  put  “on  alert"  to  be  ready  to  provide  aid  to  US  hurricane  Ivan  victims. 

Also  of  note  is  the  fact  that  this  year  two  MGH  Nurses,  Kate  Fallon  and  Grace  Devaney, 
received  the  Thomas  Durante  Fellowship  for  Refugee  Medicine.  The  fellowship  provides 
funding  for  MGH  clinicians  to  assist  in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  disease  among 
refugees  throughout  the  world.  These  brave,  remarkable  and  caring  women  are 
participating  in  missions  in  the  Sudan.  I look  forward  to  telling  you  their  tales  in  the 
future. 

Slide  14:  Stephanie  M.  Macaluso 

Stephanie  Macaluso  was  a Clinical  Nurse  Specialist  who  worked  to  enhance  the 
knowledge  and  skills  of  staff  and  fostered  excellence  in  patient  care. 
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She  was  identified  as  a nurse  who  epitomized  our  shared  belief  of  what  the  nursing 
profession  is  truly  about.  Stephanie  was  the  first  recipient  of  the  Excellence  in  Clinical 
Practice  Award  in  1996.  The  award  was  renamed  in  her  honor  the  following  year. 
To-date,  54  clinicians  in  Patient  Care  Services,  26  of  whom  are  nurses  have  received  this 
esteemed  award.  Tm  proud  to  say  this  that  award  is  only  one  of  many  that  form  MGH 
Nursing's  Award  and  Recognition  Program. 

Slide  15:  Current  Initiatives 

So,  that’s  a glimpse  of  the  influence  that  just  a few  of  MGH  Nursing’s  leaders  and 
legends  have  had  on  the  MGH  and  nursing  practice.  We  know  there’s  so  much  more. 
There  are  several  current  initiatives  underway  to  add  to  this  compilation  of  MGH  Nursing 
history. 

For  example,  on  Bulfmch  2,  just  outside  of  my  office,  there  is  a photo  gallery  illustrating 
the  evolution  of  MGH  nursing  practice  from  1821  to  1961.  1 encourage  you  to  stop  by 
and  take  a look  at  this  impressive  display  which  will  be  ultimately  located  in  the  new 
Knight  Nursing  Center  for  Clinical  and  Professional  Development. 

Work  is  currently  underway  to  add  to  this  photo  gallery  capturing  MGH  Nursing  History 
in  photographs  from  1 920  to  the  present.  In  addition,  nursing  history  artifacts,  such  as 
the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  pin  collection  and  a nursing  doll  sold  years  ago  in  our  MGH 
gift  shop  have  been  carefully  framed  to  display  and  protect  these  treasures. 

Slide  16:  Moving  Ahead 

Moving  ahead,  we  need  to  work  together  to  translate  the  concept  of  an  MGH  Nursing 
Archives  into  a reality.  I need  your  help  in  identifying  key  papers,  documents  and 
artifacts  that  can  be  stored  and  displayed  in  the  nursing  archives.  I’d  like  to  propose  that 
an  MGH  Nursing  Archives  Committee  be  convened  with  membership  from  both  the 
MGH  Nursing  Alumnae  and  MGH  Nursing  to  create  the  business  plan  for  the  archives. 

I’d  like  to  invite  all  of  you  to  reflect  upon  what  information  may  be  in  your  possession 
that  you  may  consider  donating  to  the  MGH  Nursing  Archives  for  posterity. 

Just  like  the  MGH  Nursing  leaders  and  legends  I spoke  of  earlier  today,  there  are  many 
MGH  School  of  Nursing  leaders  and  legends  that  could  provide  us  with  rich  oral  histories 
of  their  practice.  I invite  all  of  you  to  think  about  who  these  people  are  and  let  me  know. 
Georgia  Peirce,  Director  of  Promotional  Communication  and  Publicity  for  the  MGH 
Department  of  Nursing  is  happy  to  meet  with  any  of  you  or  your  colleagues  to  capture 
oral  histories  for  the  archives. 

Lastly,  I’d  like  to  invite  all  of  you  to  become  MGH  Nursing’s  partner  in  writing  and 
publishing  a book  about  our  history.  I’m  happy  to  cover  the  writing  and  publishing  costs 
for  this  effort  but  need  your  assistance  in  identifying  photographs,  artifacts  and  stories  for 
inclusion  in  the  book.  1 look  forward  to  our  continued  work  together  in  capturing  and 
preserving  MGH  Nursing’s  history. 
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Sundial  Sculpture: 

To  Honor  Nurses  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  and  The  Profession 

of  Nursing 

Nancy  Schon,  Artist 

I can't  believe  that  my  Sundial  sculpture  has  actually  been  installed  and  here  it  is!  1 had 
been  warned  that  sometimes  things  take  a while  to  happen  at  MGH,  but  1 wasn’t  sure  just 
what  that  meant.  It  was  in  the  Fall  of  1999  that  Diane  Smith  called  me  to  ask  if  1 would 
create  a sculpture  to  honor  the  alumnae  nurses  at  MGH.  Our  prediction  was  the  Spring  of 
2003  and  here  it  is  the  Fall  of  2004.  It  took  5 years  . 

1 hardly  know  how  to  begin  thanking  all  the  people  who  were  involved  in  this  project.  Of 
course  Diane  Smith  had  the  idea  and  presented  it  to  the  Alumnae  Board  and  they  all  had 
faith  in  me  and  were  a huge  support.  Linda  Orrell  was  certainly  one  of  the  major  forces  . 
And  Jeanette  was  extremely  enthusiastic  from  the  very  beginning  and  Marianne  kept 
things  moving  and  made  us  all  aware  of  what  was  going  on  in  her  quiet  capable  way. 

1 would  like  to  tell  you  a bit  about  the  process  I went  through  in  order  to  make  the 
sundial. 

My  first  thought  was  that  the  Bulfmch  Lawn  already  had  a beautiful  heroic  sculpture  of  a 
mother  and  child  on  it.  1 felt  1 couldn't  and  didn't  want  to  compete  with  it.  At  first  1 
looked  at  the  site  just  in  front  of  the  Bulfmch  building.  Jeanette  had  said  she  wanted  to 
look  out  her  window  to  see  the  sculpture.  That  area  is  a long,  rather  narrow  site.  I thought 
it  might  be  interesting  to  make  a long  narrow  sculpture.  I knew  what  ever  I made  had  to 
be  as  big  and  important  as  the  nursing  profession.  I thought  about  the  famous  Mobius 
strip  which  was  conceived  of  by  August  Mobius  around  1858.  It  has  one  side  and  one 
edge.  It  isn't  possible  to  paint  it  with  two  colors. ( Show  ?)  It  looks  somewhat  like  an 
infinity  sign.  1 discarded  that  idea  as  it  had  no  relationship  to  nursing. 

Jeanette  called  a meeting  of  a large  group  of  nurses  to  do  some  brain  storming.-  some  of 
you  were  there.  I met  with  the  Alumnae  Board,  I spoke  with  individual  nurses  and 
doctors  and  1 read  about  the  nursing  profession.  As  with  all  my  projects  I did  a great  deal 
of  research  as  I wanted  this  to  be  something  that  you  all  would  be  proud  of  and  as  Diane 
said  " 1 love  nurses!  " Well,  it  would  be  boring  to  take  you  through  the  next  twenty  ideas 
that  1 discarded. 

Since  a sundial  needs  sun,  I asked  my  architect  to  do  some  studies  that  would  indicate 
where  the  sun  w'ould  be  at  various  times  of  the  day,  month,  and  year  and  for  what  periods 
of  time.  It  turns  out  that  the  Bulfmch  lawn  had  tall  buildings  and  trees  casting  long 
shadows  many  times  during  the  years,  so  it  wasn't  the  best  site,  besides  there  were  all 
sorts  of  wires  and  structures  under  the  lawn  making  it  difficult  to  place  the  10  foot 
diameter  granite  pedestal  I later  planned  to  put  the  sundial  on. 

However,  1 didn't  know  about  that  at  the  time  and  I started  thinking  about  the  Bulfmch 
lawn  as  a garden.  I also  had  the  idea  that  in  some  way  I would  like  to  indicate  the  history 
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of  nursing,  since  it’s  such  an  ancient  profession.  While  talking  to  my  daughter,  I was 
unconsciously  drawing  circles  and  talking  about  time.  She  asked  if  1 was  drawing  a 
sundial.  Ah.  that  was  it!  Sundials  go  back  to  1500  BC.  Evidence  of  their  existence  has 
been  found  in  Babylonia,  Greece.  Egypt  and  China  at  about  that  time 

Although  the  formal  profession  of  nursing  is  much  more  a modern  notion,  nursing  as  a 
concept  is  as  old  as  the  oldest  civilization  known.  The  sundial  represents  that 
timelessness  and  further  the  24  hours,  7 days  a week  spent  by  nurses  doing  their  job. 

Once  I decided  that  the  Sundial  was  the  perfect  solution,  I knew  I had  to  learn  how  to 
make  a Sundial.  What  a challenge  that  was.  I went  to  the  library  and  found  a half  a dozen 
books  on  Sundials.  Ah,  but  what  kind  of  a sundial?  - an  equatorial  sundial,  a horizontal 
sundial,  a \ ertical,  a Polar  dial?  There  were  so  many.  I chose  the  horizontal  type  which  is 
the  most  common  and  most  appropriate  for  a garden  setting.  I found  a book  that  showed 
me  how  to  make  a simple  sundial  out  of  cardboard.  It  helped  me  understand  in  a simple 
way  what  I was  to  learn  later,  was  a ^'ery,  very  eomplicated  concept. 

In  order  to  make  a sundial,  I needed  to  know  the  latitude  we  are  at  in  Boston.  I called  the 
United  States  Geographieal  Survey  and  found  that  our  latitude  in  Boston  is  42  degrees. 
The  latitude  is  the  angular  distance  North  or  South  of  the  Earth's  equator,  measured  in 
degrees.  That  degree  is  indicated  in  the  gnoman  which  is  the  triangular  plate  set 
perpendicular  to  the  center  of  the  dial  that  tells  time. 

I stubbornly  kept  thinking  I wanted  to  show  the  history  of  nursing  in  some  way  and  I hit 
on  the  idea  of  somehow  putting  it  into  the  gnoman.  Again.  I won't  bore  you  with  all  of 
the  other  ideas  I discarded.  The  figures  in  the  gnoman  represent  past,  present  and  future. 
They  also  represent  growlh  as  eaeh  figure  shown  is  larger  than  the  last.  The  first  figure 
(past)  is  shown  carrying  a lamp,  indicating  Florence  Nightingale  and  the  begimiing  of 
nursing  as  we  think  of  it  today.  The  second  figure  (present)  is  shown  holding  a book, 
indicating  the  important  educational  and  intellectual  changes  in  the  profession.  The  third 
figure  (future)  is  shown  carrying  a Globe  indicating  the  multiracial  nature  of  the 
profession.  Also,  nurses  travel  more  and  more  all  over  the  world,  helping  and  teaching. 
They  will  do  it  in  reality  and  \-iilually  tlmough  the  internet.  The  Institute  for  Health 
Professionals  is  a major  vehicle  to  that  end  .The  Globe  further  represents  virtual  nursing 
and  distance  learning  . 

It  oeeurred  to  me  that  if  I used  single  figures  that  fit  into  the  thickness  of  the  gnoman  I 
could  convey  my  message.  The  Sundial  is  round,  which  I thought  symbolized  the  cycle  of 
life. 

Nurses  of  today  are  at  the  begimiing  and  end  of  life.  The  sundial  is  7 feet  in  diameter, 
representing  the  seven  days,  many  perceive  it  took  to  create  the  world. The  granite 
pedestal  that  holds  the  sundial  is  10  feet  in  diameter  and  made  from  Chelmsford  granite,  a 
native  stone  having  a thermal  finish.  It  is  18  inches  high,  a height  for  telling  time  with 
ease,  for  sitting  upon  or  for  sitting  on  the  grass  and  leaning  against. 
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I have  long  loved  Greek  sculpture  and  I have  spent  a lot  of  time  in  museums  looking  at  it. 
1 remembered  some  beautifully  etched  mirrors  that  kept  coming  into  my  thoughts.  Artists 
etched  figures  into  the  back  of  bronze  mirrors  and  over  time,  the  lines  turned  white.  I 
wanted  to  emulated  that  in  some  way.  I decided  it  w'ould  be  interesting  to  do  the  re\'erse 
and  raise  the  lines  on  the  figures  to  indicate  the  gowns  .As  1 was  thinking  Greek,  1 
thought  Greek  Goddesses  and  I further  thought  nurses  are  like  Greek  Goddesses.  That 
thought  helped  me  to  decide  to  put  the  Sundial  on  the  10  foot  granite  pedestal.  Hence,  my 
concept  of  nurses  is  to  have  them  (you)  as  Greek  goddesses  on  a pedestal! 

Diane  and  I thought  long  and  hard  about  what  inscriptions  might  be  placed  at  the  bottom 
of  the  dial.  That  is  the  part  of  the  dial  that  represents  night.  W'e,  mostly  she,  came  up  with 
a quote  from  Florence  Nightingale  - “Nursing  is  an  Art;  the  finest  of  the  Fine  Arts".  Then 
on  the  other  side  . “Ahvays.  always  more  to  see.  more  to  learn,  more  to  do... to  improve 
both  care  and  cure.  Ruth  Sleeper  1966 

W'e  had  decided  that  it  was  important  to  have  an  exact  bronze  replica  of  an  MGH  cap 
somewhere  on  the  dial.  1 asked  Hazen  .Teziern  if  she  would  make  one  for  me.  She  sweetly 
obliged  and  1 had  it  cast  in  bronze  at  my  foundiw'.  As  many  of  you  all  know^  the  first  ether 
was  gi\  en  at  Mass  General  and  the  top  of  the  cap  was  designed  in  the  shape  of  an  ether 
mask.  When  Diane  came  to  my  studio  Just  as  she  w'as  going  to  present  a model  to  the 
board,  she  came  up  with  the  idea  of  putting  the  cap  at  the  base  of  the  gnoman.  We  were 
both  thrilled  with  this  idea. 

1 ha\  e used  the  Greek  goddess  as  the  image  for  these  three  figures.  For  example. 

.\thena  who  was  the  goddess  of  wisdom:  Aphrodite  who  was  the  goddess  of  love  and 
beauty;  and  .Artemis  who  was  the  goddess  of  hunting,  but  who  also  protected  young 
creatures  and  looked  after  maidens  in  childbirth.  And  so.  you  w'omen  in  the  nursing 
profession  are  now'  shown  publicly  and  forever  as  Greek  Goddesses  on  a pedestal!

Introduction 

1 am  here  today  to  speak  briefly  about  some  of  the  plans  for  the  School  of  Nursing 
archi\  es  and  the  space  w'e  have  created  here  at  the  Institute  as  a result  of  Ann  Caldw^elFs 
interest  in  history  and  her  vision  for  the  nursing  archives  and  the  wisdom  and  generosity 
of  the  alumnae  association  in  funding  this  permanent  home  for  the  archives. 


I see  the  mission  of  the  archives  is  to  permanently  house  the  records  of  the  MGH  School 
of  Nursing  at  the  Institute  in  a manner  that  will  ensure  their  preservation  and  make  them 
accessible  to  scholars  and  others  who  are  interested  in  the  history  of  nursing  education, 
W’omen's  history  and  professions,  and  the  nursing  profession. 

ril  begin  with  some  background  on  the  records,  tell  you  about  the  space  we  have 
outfitted  on  the  4'*’  door  of  the  Shouse  Building,  describe  some  of  the  preservation  steps 
that  w'e  want  to  begin  immediately  now  that  the  archives  are  here,  and  then  lay  out  some 
plans  for  the  future. 

Assuming  the  role  of  Institute  archi\  ist  has  been  both  an  opportunity  and  a challenge  for 
me.  Administering  the  school  of  nursing  archives  provides  a rich  opportunity  for  me  to 
put  into  practice  the  knowledge  and  skills  I have  acquired  over  the  past  several  years.  I 
have  attended  many  workshops  and  conferences  to  build  my  knowledge  base  and  ha\  e 
enjoyed  the  collegiality  and  the  chance  to  share  experiences  with  other  archivists  and 
professionals  in  the  field.  Technology  and  the  advances  in  products  and  methodology 
have  had  a positive  impact  on  archival  practices,  but  the  challenges  of  securing  enough 
space  and  funding  are  constant  companions  to  those  in  the  field. 

Background 


Most  of  you  are  probably  aware  of  the  recent  history  of  the  nursing  school  archives. 

When  the  school  closed  in  1981,  Helen  Sherwin  led  the  effort  to  carefully  organize, 
describe,  and  wrap  and  box  up  the  records,  d'he  hospital  deposited  the  records  in  The 
Countway  Library  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time.  Title  of  the  records  remained  w ith  the 
hospital.  Access  was  permitted  for  appropriate  puiposes  upon  w^ritten  authorization  from 
the  Provost  of  the  hospital's  Education  Division.  Because  the  archives  were  stored  off- 
site by  Countway.  access  w'as  cumbersome,  as  only  a few  boxes  could  be  requested  at  a 
time.  When  the  Education  Division  became  the  Institute  in  1985,  the  authority  to  grant 
access  passed  to  the  president  of  the  Institute.  Last  fall  the  Institute  received  the  approval 
of  the  MGH  Board  of  Trustees  to  permanently  move  the  archives  from  The  Countway 
Library's  off-site  storage  facility  to  the  Shouse  Building. 


Outfitting  the  Archives  Room 

Let  me  next  describe  how  we  outfitted  the  archives  room.  Building  on  the  report  of  a 
consultant,  a highly  regarded  professional  archi\ist  who  had  the  opportunity  to  review  the 
archives  when  w'e  temporarily  brought  them  to  the  Institute  to  develop  the  historical 
exhibit  in  the  lobby — wLich,  by  the  way,  I hope  you  have  had  a chance  to  view- — the 
Institute  began  the  process  of  identifying  a space  here  in  our  building  that  could  house  the 
archives.  A room  on  the  floor  proved  to  be  the  best  choice.  Working  with  a 
representative  from  our  building  facilities  management  company  who  is  w^ell  versed  in 
constructing  environmentally  sensitive  areas  such  as  those  required  in  the  research  and 
computer  areas  of  the  hospital,  we  investigated  w’hat  would  be  needed  to  provide  the 
appropriate  em  iromnent  to  store  and  preserve  the  records.  Those  needs  included  the 
maintenance  of  a stable  enviromiient  w ith  minimal  fluctuations  in  temperature  and 


humidity,  a security  system  that  would  provide  controlled  access,  a monitoring  system  to 
alert  building  and  security  personnel  to  potential  system  problems,  and  basic  storage 
furnishings  and  supplies. 

With  the  assistance  of  a generous  grant  from  the  alumnae  association,  we  ha^’e  installed 
the  following  in  the  archives  room  on  the  4"’  floor:  a special  heating  and  air  conditioning 
unit  that  maintains  constant  le^■els  of  temperature  and  humidity  so  critical  to  preservation; 
special  tlooring;  a 24-hour  monitoring  control  system  that  automatically  calls  the 
building  manager  and  securit\’  officer  should  a problem  arise;  a secure  access  svstem 
requiring  an  ID  badge  and  pin  code  to  gain  entr>-;  lighting  fixtures  with  special  UV  filters 
to  protect  the  documents  from  light  exposure  [light  exposure  bleaches  ink.  turns  paper 
brown,  and  destroys  photos];  a telephone;  a computer  table  and  computer;  a work  table; 
steel  sheh  ing.  including  a set  of  flat  files  to  aceommodate  large  items;  and  an  initial 
supply  of  archi\’al  acid-free  document  boxes  and  folders.  While  many  of  these  items  will 
be  im  isible  to  you  when  you  visit  the  archi\  es  room,  know  that  we  have  been  diligent  in 
ensuring  that  these  \ aluable  records  are  being  cared  for  and  protected  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible. 

And.  finally,  when  the  outfitting  of  the  room  was  completed,  we  arranged  to  have  the 
boxes  transferred  from  the  Ilarwird  Depository  to  the  Institute. 

First  Step:  Preservation 

In  organizing  and  preparing  the  archives  for  storage — an  incredible  task  for  one  person — 
Miss  Sherwin  carefulh’  wrapped  the  materials  in  acid-free  paper  and  tied  the  packages 
w ith  string,  whieh  has  protected  the  collection  from  damage  from  light  and  dust.  In 
assessing  the  condition  of  the  archi\  es.  the  archi\  al  consultant  recommended  that,  to 
properly  preser\  e the  archi^■es,  every  package  and  folder  will  need  to  be  handled.  Items 
w ill  be  examined  for  condition  and  the  index  notations  on  each  package  will  be 
confirmed  w ith  the  finding  aid  developed  by  Miss  Sherwin.  The  documents  will  be 
placed  in  acid-free  folders  and  stored  in  archix’al  document  boxes.  Over-sized  items  will 
be  unrolled  or  unfolded  and  stored  in  the  flat  files  ordered  for  that  purpose.  Newspaper 
clippings  will  need  to  be  photocopied.  Photos  will  need  special  attention.  Those  in 
magnetic  photo  albums  will  need  to  be  removed  before  they  are  permanently  damaged. 
Items  in  fragile  condition  will  be  stored  in  polyester  em  elopes  to  protect  them  during 
handling.  At  the  time  each  package  of  documents  is  being  transferred  to  file  folders  and 
document  boxes,  the  task  of  digitizing  the  finding  aid  will  also  be  undertaken,  a process 
that  w ill  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  availability  of  the  computer  right  in  the  archive 
room.  Finding  a particular  document  or  file  for  a project  or  reference  request  wall 
become  easier  once  the  collection  is  digitized. 

When  \ ou  visit  the  archives,  you  wall  also  have  an  opportunity  to  see  an  exhibit  I have 
prepared  to  visually  demonstrate  some  of  the  preservation  issues  I ha\’e  mentioned  and 
also  to  showcase  some  of  the  interesting  and  rich  material  that  resides  in  the  collection. 

If  all  of  this  initial  preservation  sounds  like  a lot  of  work,  it  is!  And  this  is  where  some  of 
you  with  a particular  interest  in  history  can  help  with  your  time  and  enthusiasm.  We  will 
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he  seeking  volunteers  to  assist  with  the  preseiA’ation  and  digitizing  process  and  1 
encourage  you  to  contact  me  if  you  are  interested  in  joining  this  effort. 

Looking  to  the  Future:  Next  Steps 

Going  forward,  I propose  that  an  Advisory  Board  be  formed  to  include  a representative 
from  the  alumnae  association,  an  Institute  nursing  faculty  member,  and  one  or  two  other 
representatives  with  archi\  al  expertise  and  interest  to  serve  as  a resource  and  work  with 
me  to  develop  the  archi^’es. 

Other  plans  for  the  future  include: 

• Developing  a system  for  cataloguing  the  collection  in  accordance  with  archival 
practices  to  make  it  readily  accessible  for  research  by  both  internal  and  external 
constituents. 

• De\  eloping  a set  of  policies  and  procedures  governing  acquisitions,  preservation, 
access,  and  loans.  We  are  interested  in  adding  to  the  collection,  and  1 encourage 
you  to  contact  me  if  you  have  any  items  that  you  are  willing  to  donate  and  that 
wall  enliance  the  already  rich  treasure  trove  that  cuiTently  exists. 

• Developing  a disaster  preparedness  plan,  a necessary  undertaking  to  reduce  risk. 

• Exploring  collaborative  activities  w ith  other  archives,  including  the  archives  on 
nursing  being  de\  eloped  at  MGH. 

I W'ill  be  in  the  archives  during  the  tours  and  will  be  happy  to  answer  any  questions  you 
might  have.  Thank  you  for  coming  today,  for  your  interest  in  the  archives,  and  most  of 
all  for  your  generosity  that  enabled  this  room  to  become  a reality.  Ell  now'  turn  the 
podium  back  to  Ann  Caldwell  for  the  official  dedication  of  the  archives.

1943 

We  received  a wonderful  note  and  obituary  from  the  daughter  of  Ingeborg  Rosser 
Mauksch.  She  was  born  in  Vienna  Austria  and  was  fortunate  to  be  able  to  leave  to  come 
to  the  United  States  in  1938  as  most  Jewish  children  in  Vienna  lost  their  right  to 
education.  Through  the  help  of  her  aunt  and  uncle  she  continued  her  education  at 
Radcliffe,  Columbia  University,  and  the  MGII  where  she  launched  her  50+  year  career  in 
nursing.  She  received  a Masters  and  doctoral  degree  at  the  University  of  Chicago.  Her 
contribution  included  developing  the  role  of  Family  Nurse  Practitioner,  the  promotion  of 
Hospice  Care,  emphasizing  teamwork  in  health  care  design  and  highlighting  the  value  of 
patient  and  family  decision  making  in  health  care.  She  received  dozens  of  awards  and 
honorary  doctoral  degrees  and  inducted  into  the  Institute  of  Medicine  of  the  National 
Academies. 

She  believed  that  life  was  too  short  for  complaints  and  dwelling  in  anger,  with  an  ever- 
present smile  that  spoke  of  optimism,  acceptance  and  joy.

In  January  I was  nominated  to  carry  the  Olympic  torch  in  Atlanta  Georgia.  The  Olympic

In  the  last  issue  I wrote  that  Bunny  Codi  Raak  was  on  an  eight  week  cross  country 
bicycle  ride.  I asked  her  to  write  about  her  trek.  Here’s  Bunny’s  story: 
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What  made  me  decide  to  cycle  3100  miles  from  ocean  to  ocean  across  the  USA?  The 
first  two  weeks  I asked  myself  that  question  any  number  of  times.  Having  completed  my 
first  marathon  one  year  ago,  I wanted  to  challenge  myself  again  and  remembered  that 
Womantours  does  a ride  annually  for  Breast  Cancer  Research.  I signed  up  before  I could 
change  my  mind  and  proceeded  to  train  for  it.  The  winter  was  icy  and  harsh  so  most  of 
my  cycling  was  the  indoor  variety  called  “spinning.”  Believe  me,  it  is  not  the  same  as 
sitting  in  the  saddle  for  5,  6,  7,  or  even  8 hours!  The  only  thing  that  prepares  you  for  that 
is  doing  it.  By  the  middle  of  the  8 week  trip,  it  really  started  to  be  fun.  My  hands, 
shoulders,  and  butt  stopped  hurting  and  my  confidence  had  risen.  We  hiked  fifty  to  a 
hundred  miles  a day  averaging  65  miles  a day  for  the  trip.  We  left  at  sunrise.  We 
frequently  had  cross  winds.  The  first  thing  we  did  in  the  morning  was  to  turn  on  the  TV 
and  check  not  only  the  weather  report  but  also  the  prevailing  winds.  We  rarely  had  a tail 
wind  and  frequently  had  head  winds.  One  day  a week  was  a rest,  do  laundry,  sight  see. 
and  clean  your  bike  day.  We  slept  in  motels,  B & Bs.  a condo  on  the  beach  in  Alabama, 
and  a dude  ranch  in  Texas.  We  spent  twenty  days  crossing  Texas,  a country  on  its  own. 
fhe  people  were  really  great  to  us.  They  even  threw  our  bikes  in  their  pickup  trucks 
when  the  low  roads  were  Hooded.  We  ate  boar,  lion,  and  other  “treats”  at  a barbecue  and 
gun  show.  1 kept  my  liberal  mouth  closed  and  my  mind  open  to  learn  how  these  folks 
feel  about  life.  Some  of  the  highlights  were  Silver  City,  New'  Mexico,  Gila  National 
Forest,  Big  Bend  national  Park,  the  spectacular  wildllow'ers  in  East  Texas,  and  Dauphin 
Island,  Alabama.  We  rode  on  every  imaginable  road  surface,  huge  interstates,  and 
country  lanes.  The  good  news  is  that  I raised  $7200.00  for  breast  cancer  research  and  if 
you  add  what  the  other  twelve  women  raised,  it  was  considerable.  All  the  women  in  this 
great  group  were  over  50.  I,  at  sixty  nine,  was  the  second  oldest.  The  oldest,  our  wonder 
woman  Donna,  was  76.

Ross  who  was  hospitalized  at  the  time.  They  had  called  Marion  Larsen  Beckenstein  to 
tell  them  they  were  going  and  Marion,  who  lives  nearby,  met  them.  They  had  a nice  visit 
although  Edna  had  just  had  a procedure  and  was  drifting  in  and  out  of  sleep.  Edna  is  now 
in  a nursing  home.  Em  sure  she  would  appreciate  hearing  from  members  of  the  class. 
Her  home  address  is  25  Indian  Hill  Rd.,  Uncasville,  CT  06382.  In  response  to  our 
questionnaire  on  the  reunion  Edna  wrote  that  her  condition  has  improved  since  their  visit 
and  although  she  is  having  a problem  walking  and  needs  physical  therapy  she  is  going  to 
try  to  come  if  she  can.
